The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 1 , the prior art taken alone or in combination neither discloses not makes 
obvious a process including depositing a discontinuous layer of evaporation-coating 
glass on a first coating as recited. Note that Havas et al 4090006 forms layer 20/20' 
(fig . 1 D) using sputtering and Platter et al 4396458 forms layer 9 using sputtering (col. 6, 
lines 41-65). Pliskin et al discloses forming glass layer 20 (fig.4) using sputtering or 
evaporation (col.6, line 27) and discloses that evaporation results in a more conformal 
layer than sputtering (col. 7, Lines17-21). However, there is no teaching or suggestion 
of forming a discontinuous layer as recited.
